WHEN HIS MARRIAGE broke 
up, Erie Anderson sought sulace 
in salling off Scotland's rocky 
coat. 

He bought a secondhand aix- 
and-a-half metre plywood 
sailuat, made it seaworthy, and

On u lone cruise in June to gain 
eecan experience, he made the 
coust of Denmark, but there en- 
countered the first of the many 
alorms that were to mark his 
voyage. Driven ashore by a mis: 
{ake of the self-steerer, he manag: 
ed ty refloat the buat, and con- 
tinued on. A month later, confi- 
dent of hia abilities, Anderson 
docked at Great Yarmouth in 
England. 

There he picked up his son 
Ewen, stocked the boat, and 
returned to sea. Together, the 43- 
year-old father and the 12-ycar- 
old boy fought gales across to 
Frunce. A large yacht gave them 
a tow through the French canals 
to the Mediterranean, They sailed 
to Sardinin, and then on to Italy 
and Greece and down to Crete. 

At the end of November, they 
set off from Crete for Tel Aviv. 
For five days there was a steady 
wind propelling them 110 mile: 
closer to the coast of Israel each 
day. Flying a masthead jib and 
with the main reefed to three- 
quarters [18 full size, the boat 
seudded on the self-steerer. They 
passed the time fashioning 
paddies vut of a large piece of oak 
driftwood to replace the ones lost 
from the regcue dinghy in an 
eariicr storm.

Stormy winter seas mean danger for the small-boat owners. 
ROBERT NOBEL talks to the Israel Police team 
responsible for their rescue, when something goes wrong.

THERA MAY be no other similar- 
ly dramatic mishaps off our shore 
this ‘winter. However, judging by 
past experience, about a hundred 
sailboats will encounter trouble 
in rough seas off the coast of Tel 
Aviv between’ November and 
February. Of these, 20 will be lost. 
Some will be washed out to sea 
after being abandoned by their 
crew; some will be washed ashore 
and ‘pounded by the breaking 
waves. Others, in an even more 
‘awesome display of the sea's 
power, will be swept agairist the 
rocks of a breakwater, by one 
wave after another until they 
finally dlaintegrate, The fact that

IGNORANCE Is one of the roots of 
winter sailing mishaps. Among 
the burgeoning ranks of plea- 
sure sailors housing thelr 
boata at the Tel Aviv marina 
are many who disregard the most 
simple precautionary measures. 
They don't listen to weather 
forecasts, and even the datly 
weather notice posted on the 
marina's bulletin board is ,ig- 
nored. They are unable to 
recognize the cumulus-cloud for- 
mation which portends a storm. 
Nor are they alerted by the 
ocean's being unnaturally 
smooth, a sign of rough water to 
follow. 

Other sailors substitute bravado 
for knowledge and ability. They 
are drawn to take on the sea at its 
roughest, ‘‘There is nothing we 
can do except warn them not to go 
out,"' said Samocha. ‘There isn't 
any law that allows us to stop 
someone from sailing when he 
wants to." 

Once caught in rough weather, 
the cardinal rule is to avoid shore 
break. On a stormy day, the 
waves may break as far out a8 
400m. from the shore. 

Larger boats can crulse several 
kilometres offshore until the 
storm abates, meeting the on- 
coming waves nearly head-on and 
slowly cutting through them. 
Smaller boats must run with the 
waves. They have to fight the 
boat's tendency to spin broadside 
to the waves as it surfs along, 
something that unavoidably leads 
to overturning in rough weather. 
They must then duck into the safe 
ty of the main breakwater of the 
marina. 


Samocha warned of several 


specific spots that promise trou- 
ble for sailors. There are 
dangerous submerged rocks 
offshore from Palmahim, Bat 
Yam and Herzliya. Another ‘bad 
trouble spot is the rocks lining the 
entrance to the port at Jaffa.

touching. I'm fascinated by the 
kind of devotion men can develop 
for cach other and their task. It's 
really quite extraordinary, What 
makes a man like GU Cohen so 
dedicated to the difficutt job he 
was doing?" 

Loyalty and dedication have 
been recurrent themes in Le 
Carre’s novels, from the double- 
cross crucifixion of Alec Leamas 
in The Spy who came in from the 
Cold right on up to hia current 
record-breaker, Jerry Westerby, 
the title figure of The Honourable 
Schoolboy, becomes not so much 
enmeshéd In the intrigues of com. 
peting super-power spy networks 
as throttled by the divergent 
threads of country, conscience, 
class and piain old-fashioned con- 
cern for those closest to him. 

The trontea of ἃ Le Carre plot, 
therefore, are much more existen- 
tial than espionage usually gives 
rise to, and more elegant than the 
dirty gray world of spooks Jn the 
field would scem to suggest. 


IN ADDITION, Le Carre admits 
to a real love for “putting together 
the tools of the trade.'' Thia is 
clearly evident in the complete 
and quite credible world of spying 
he has invented. Some of hig im- 
aginary argot (8. '‘mole”’ 18 a dou- 
ble agent, ‘‘burning'’ [85 
blackmailing) has actually been 
co-opted by’ the CLA and MIS. 
There's also that Balzacian “ 
pleasure we get from the Circus 
performers who travel from book ἢ 
to book, some with a walk-on part 
here, then a major role there. 

And finally, there Is the fine tun- 
ing that Le Carre applies to his 
prose, A scholar who took a first in . 
modern languages and who is : ᾿ 
more conversant with Turgenev 
and Goethe than with lan Fleming 
or whoever else 1s filllng up the 
pulps these daya, David Cornwell 
writes In a manner that does not 
that easily lend itself ta the 
movies. Which may be yet 
another reason why hid readers 
gan Indulge themselves in cloak- 
and-dagger fantasy without feci- 
ing embarraased about it. 

So extensive is this readership 
that Le Carre could retire on the . 
earnings of his hard-cover sales 
Alone, which must be unique in 
modern letters, Even better than - 
making him rich, writing has 
made Le Carre feal torribly hap- 
py.’’ His.readers sharé that hap-

So thut after 
visiting some of the Arab homes, 
ranging from members of dis- 
tinguished families to those of 
hunthie warkers, there was usual- 
ly the return visit, sometimes ac- 
compinied by involvement in per- 
sonal problems, 

It was during this phase that my 
wife discovered mulukhiya. She 
had heard of it from various 
sources — an edible plant that 
grew In the hills around 
Jerusniem (it is one of Egypt's 
natlonal dishes). There wag great 
excitement when our Arab gar- 
dener arrived one day with o 
bunch of ninlukhiya and instruc: 
tlona from his wife as to how it 
should be cooked to make soup. 

Although by now inured to the 
bizarre, I faced supper that even- 
ing with more than the usual 
trepidation; but this time the sur- 
prise was pleasant. . Mulukhine 
Itself belongs somewhere in the 
mallow family and the soup prov- 
ed a great success. I even asked 
for a second helping. 

As it proved difficult to locate In 
the markets, Devorah decided 
that the next logical step was to 
plant It In the garden. A large 
packet of seeds was eventually 
bought in the shuk in Acre (but 
presumably is obtalnable in 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem), and 
we now grow our own soup. 


SOMEWHERE along the line, my 
wife reached a aignificant conclu- 
sion. “The different communities 
here all eat basically the same 
foodstuffs. The same resources 
are available in the market for 
everyone. Yet there are vast 
differences among the various 
groups — and the basis of the 
difference is the individual use of 
spices and herbs."* 

And so she set out on her spices. 
and-herbs trip. And I heard of 
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ι Le ae ic 
spice to 
oregano and fennel and coriander 
and cumin and caraway und 
feniugreck, lavely exutle nines 
for the tonesetters of couking. We 
even wenl Intu the hilly ta lovk for 
eaper-bushes and I discovered a 
new meaning for "'culting a 
eaper." 1 wag appointed resident 
regeareh scholar to discover thelr 
Hebrew names and whether they 
appeared In the Bible or Mishna 
and if the identificatlon was cer- 
tain. 

Al the most unlikely hours, I 
would be barraged by a votley of 
complicated questions and we 
would find ourselves surrounded 
by piles of reference books. The 
whole historical background now 
consumed much of ny wife's time 
as -she sought to find out which 
foods are indigenous to Jerusalem 
and whieh have been bronght in 
by the different groups who have 
lived here throughout the ages. 

But now she reached another 
major conclusion. Tt waa not 
enough to taste and write about 
the herbs — she had to grow them. 
"Parsley, sage, rosemary and 
thyme" overnight turned from a 
song-title to a corner of the gar- 
den, and just before meal times 1 
would be despatched with ap- 
propriate instructions {to pluck 
sprigs of mint or parsley (and in- 
evitably returned with the wrong 
one). 

Seder night was a highlight, es- 
pecially when we reached the part 
about the bitter herb. The Mishna, 
we discovered, lists five secep- 
table bitter herbs (although not 
the famillar horseradish which 
was an Sast-Buropean 
anachronism). Devorah took this 
on as a project and was deter- 
mined to grow all five. During the 
Seder service, our guests were 
taken out to the garden to pick 
thelr choice of bitter herbs. Quite 
correctly, they all tasted equally 
awful,

Maybe It had 
falten oul of fashion, because It 
was assuciated with the siege, but 
even [ am willing to recommend 
it. 

This, however, put my wife ona 
weed crawl. It seemed that we 
had ἃ different weed for supper 
each night. My suggestion that 
she call her book the Weeder's 
Digest was sacornfully rejected 
talthough, come to think of it, I 
amy not sure that the word 
“digest’’ Is so appropriate). Not 
surprisingly she was uot happy 
with the word ‘‘weeds'' and 
preferred to call them ‘survival 
fouds'' — natural growths which 
had been used by the population of 
Jerusalem, capecially at times of 
stress, throughout thelr history. 
With the latest rise in prices for 
familiar foods, 1 have now ac- 
quiesced in the odd weed. And ihe 
latest title for the book is the Holy 
Earth Cook Bonk,

OUR EXPEDITION to Serahit ei- 
Khadem had a double purpose. 
Professor Raphael Giveon of Tel 
Aviv University's Institute of 
Archaeulogy was making yet 
another trip to identify, measure, 
read and photograph the inscrip- 
tions in the ruiny of the temple. 
And Rafi Braun, of the Israel 
Museum, was going to ste what 
¢an be done to stop — or δὶ least 
stow down — the deterioration of 
ihe sandstone stelac subjected to 
perpetual wind and occasional 
rain. 

With them In the firat Jecp were 
Avner Goren, an archacological 
officer in the Sinal administra- 
tion, and his agsislant, Benny 
Sass. In the accond jeep, on a 
routine round of inspection for the 
Nature Reserve Authority, were 
Nan Baruch and hia Beduin help, 
Kmed.

The two huts and few tents of 
the encampment belonged to 
Barakat of the Aleigat tribe, 
employed by the Israeli 
authorities as watchman at the 
Serabit el-Khadem site. 

Barakat himscif was away 
visiting one (or perhaps two) of 
his three wives, somewhere In the 
desert. Hig sons gave us a royal 
welcome: they know the 
Professor and the othera well. One 
of the huts was put at our disposal 
and a bonfire was lit for an even- 
Ing meal. 

The expedition mombers refer 
fo the place as ''The Barekat 
Thousand Stars Hotel."" In no 
hoict, no matter how many stars It 
boasts, have δ ever had a better 
night's rest than in the sleeping- 
bag spread on the sand floor of 
Barakat's hut. 


THE MORNING slar still hung 
there Hike a groen tear when aur 
two jeepy hit the track, shining in 
the deep aands surrounding Jebel 
Serabit. We had # tot ot equipment 
and food to carry, and decided tu 
lake the “direet approach" τὸ the 
point from which we could 
braceed only en foot. This meant 
driving for the remaining three 
kilometres along a narrow ledge, 
a wall of rock to our left” and 


nothing at all to our right. 

The last part of the climb, on 
foot, made the Masada Snake 
Path a kindergarten affair. The 
crevices beneath our fect became 
deeper and deeper, yet the wall 
above our heads remained as tall 
as ever. 

Then came the final lap — a 
ledge three .or four metres long 
(but how much longer it looked!), 
20 to 30 centimetres wide. A sheer 
drop of hundreds of metres lured 
us on the right, an overhanging 
wall pressed on us on the left. I 
don't know who fixed a couple of 
fron rings into the rock, but I was 
glad they were there. Professor 
Giveon skipped the chasm { a 
desert ram. We were slower. 

But at last the danger and the 
fear were ovor and the ruins of the 
Hathor lemple and the boundleas 
desert beyond lay before our eyes. 
From the gigantic Serbal, blue in 
the morning cold, fo the Great Tih 
Plateau, rising ke a dark wall. 

The temple site looked as 
though It had been a baltieground 
of gianta: heaps of huge stones 
and stelae lay lke slain warrlors, 
their brown bodics expased to the 
wind and the sun and the rain, 
Others still stood proud and erect 
In thelr futile vietory. ᾿

be revealed. 

The existence of this, the only 
ancient Egyptian temple outside 
Egypt proper, except for a possi- 
ble one at Qebel, in Syria, was un- 
known to scholars until 200 years 
ago, and it was not until another 
century had passed that any ex- 
cavations were carried out there. 
Sir Flinders Petrie did the first ex- 
tensive excavation In 1905, and a 
Harvard expedition did {mportant 
work there 80 years later. Giveon 
has been working there since 1967. 

The whole site — whose Arabic 
name means ‘a slave's column" 
— is over 200m. long and about 50 
wide. The temple itself, which ul- 
timately reached a length of about 
70 m., was orlginally confined to a 
small cave dedicated to Hathor on 
the very summit of the mountain. 

The building of the temple 
Rround the cave seems to have 
slarted during the 12th Dynasty, 
(1991-1788 BCE), but there was a 
break of over two centuries unt!l 
the great extensions to the 
building were carried out by the 
Pharaohs of the 18th-20th 
Dynasties, who ruled Egypt for 
some five hundred years from the 
middle of the iéth century BCE.

American quilts: an 
art of group genius

A SHOW of ([Sth-century 
American quilts from the Aviva 
and Yaacov Baal-Teshuva collec- 
tion, now at the Israel Museum's 
Paicvaky Deslgn Pavilion, altords 
Israclts their first look at a 
beautiful Amertean folk art that is 
currently enjoying a tremendous 
revival of interest in the U.S. The 
best examples ure belng hung in 
major museums, often in the fine 
arts section; Amish quilts of bold 
Squares and diamonds and 
Vasarely-like designs made 
between 1870 and 1130 are being 
“hung in homes as paintings. 
However, there are only two 
Amish quilts in this collection, 
which is eniled chiefly from the 
Pennsylvania and New England 
areus, they are mustly af the 
more dreorative type made 
In Lhe fatter half of the 19th cen. 
tury. AW daytime bed covers 
athey ure tao thin for warmth, 
the quilts are oceustonally shaped 
to fit the head of the bed but In any 
case are generally diffledt to 
Thht and hang. Although they were 
not meant lo be “paintings,” they 
were definitely meant to be seen 
as a complete design. All the 
quilts here are extraordinarily 
beintiful, and of partiewarly fine 
workmanship, a tribute te the 
tuste and perseverancc of the 
Baal-Teshuvas, who Hive in the 
area and who made their 
purchagos in the countryside. 


TENS of thousands of American 
quilts hove been and still are be- 
ing made. But only a small 
number of these are major ar- 
tistle succeasea; even where the 
acamstresses haye uscd identical 
designs and materials, the results 
are as varied as the work of 
different painters. Taste and 
originality are what make some 
quills great works of art and 
collectors’ items. 

Quilting has had a long and 
useful history both as protection 
against cold and sword cuts. 
Quilled jackets were first made 
some 3,000 years ago. A quilt {s es- 
acntially a sandwich of two pleces 
of cloth containing @ filling of 
‘feathers, leaves, matting or, morc 
recently, cotton or synthetic foam,

America by the first hardy 
Swiss and Dutch settlers of New 
England, who, restrained by 
religious principle in dress, tonk 
delight In using the colourful new 
cottons, brought from Indla to 
Rngland and the Netherlands, to 
make dowry quilts for their 
daughters. 

No other ari form .has ever 
achieved the intensity of colour 
that appears in Amish and other 
Quilts. Further. these com- 
munities seemed to have 
developed a "group memory" for 
both colour and design. 

The carliest American quilts, 
however, were often plain — white 
sheets with a decorative design 
made up of the stitching (now also 
enlled quilting) alone. But most 
American quilts, ke the ones on 
dianlay here, are either “pleced" 
quills or “appilque.” In the latter 
technique, pre-cut pleces and 
remnants are stllehed onte the 
surface of the quilt. In the 
“Meved" technique, the pieces 
are stitched edgo-to-edge to form 
the anterlor surface. They must 
therefore be cut with greut ac- 
curacy and to a tolerance of less 
than a millimetre. 


INEVITABLY, the pieced 
technique led to the development 
of geometrical motifs that could 
be accurately repeated to form an 
overall pattern, which was varicd 
through the use of colour and 
direction. Once a motif was decid: 
ed upon, ita permutation was 
sometimes a matter of chance; 
one would have needed a com- 
puter to forsee the result, 

But in generaf, the artlstic 
Indies who developed these, motifs 
and mutated them from one 
generation to the other, par- 
ticularly when new materials and 
dyes became available, had 
remarkable contro) over what 
they were doing, and the size and 
design of the quilt were pre- 
determined. 

The “‘piecing'' of the top layer 
was often completed with the ald 
of a treadle sewing machine, but 
the quilting designs were sewn by 
hand, often with the ald of family 


-templates. A good scamatress 


would put in 20 running atitches to 
an inch, Mothers would make 
thelr daughters identical quilts, 


“bees” were a social function, 
particularly when girls got 
tngether to make the soclally- 
required number of dowry quilts 
for a friend. Amish and Mennonite 
groups still resist television, 
Quilting is certainly more produc- 
tive, 

Palestinian Arab women also 
got together in this manner to 
make the strikingly beautiful em- 
broidered dowry cushions and 
married women's dresses produc- 
ed in this area when bright cotton 
threada first became available. 

As in America, this delightfully 
geometrical art reached its peak 
towards the end of the 19th cen- 
tury and continued till the thirttes 
(when the Inst great Amish quilts 
were made). Like great works of 
art, they cannol be copied with 
any measure of success. Contem- 
porary Arab embroidery and 
Americin quitts are usually 
mechanleal and lifeless by com- 
parison, 


AS WITH Asiatic weaving, 
American quilts may contain 


symbols that tell a story, but ail " 


the pieced quilts have delightful

THE INAUGURAL exhibition of 
the Israel Museum's new Paley 
Youth Wing In East Jerusalem is 
virtually a mini-museum in itself, 
a colicction of toy cars and models 
depicting the history and develop- 
ment of public and private 
transport since 1800. 

This colourful show, which will 
fascinate parents as much ag 
children, is also an excursion into 
nostalgia. The collection includes 
& 1932 convertible with a '‘dickey"”’ 
seat that I remember riding in as 
a amall boy, while wearing my 
father's outsize motoring goggles. 

The collection, which will be on 
show throughout 1978, ts a 
representative selection from the 
TIATSA Exhibition Centre and 
Model Car Museum of Stratford- 
on-Avon, begun two decades ago 
by Mr. Tibor Reich, a well-known 
industrial designer who also selis 
Shakespeariana. An exhibition of 
Reich's colourful tapestries on 
Shakespearian themes was seen 
here last year at the Jerusalem 
Theatre. The TIATSA Museum 


Tho famous Model T Ford (1909), 


Meir Ronnen 


comprises 14,000 exhibits from no 
jess than 36 countries, 

Reich originally began collect 
ing car models for his two sons, 
now in their twenties, who 
became model-makera 
themselves; a whole series of ear- 
ly Fords were made by Anthony 
Reich in 1963, when he was 18. The 
Reichs and their son Shai, who 
also developed a talent for 
cataloguing and cost accounting 
as a result of the family mania, 
are currently touring Israel. 


THE AMERICAN Tootsie toys 
and English Dinkles on show, the 
Ploneers of mass-produced 
diecast models and the bane of my 
youth, are now collectors' items, 
and reproduced these days only in 
plastic kita. Cars and planes made 
from plastic kits are a com- 
paratively recent development. 
Some of the French and German 
models here run by clockwork and 
reproduce the “shakes" of early 


Daimlers and Benz tourers. 

The exhibition goes back to the 
coaches of the landed gentry and 
traces the development of horse- 
drawn, steam, electric and petrol 
driven cars, trams and buses and 
contrasting examples of toy cars 
made in England, America, 
Europe and the Far East. Also on 
show is a section on transport in 
Jerusalem with Egged and ΕΠ Al 
buses, shown chugging up to Jaffa 
Gate and Mount Zion. 
Photographs from 1917 show 
British army vehicles in 


Jerusalem, as well as poat | 


coaches and gharry “‘taxia"’. 

The show will probably touch off 
ἃ new wave of model-making and 
collecting here, not only among 
children, but among those who, 
like this writer, never grew up. I 
began making aircraft models, 
some fiyable, at the age of eight, 
and continued until quite recently, 
when friends began looking at me 
queerly. Now I can point out that 
my Fokker triplanes have been 
elevated to museum status.

North Pole entrance, we must 
agree with the answer William 
Reed gave when he asked himself 


the question: ‘‘What proof do we - 


have that the earth is not hollow?" 
“Not one fota...on the contrary, 
everything points to its being 
hollow." Good thinking, Reed. It 
is this type of monologue that 
gives schizophrenia a bad name. 
This well produced, fascinating 
catalogue of God's apes’ own 
hokum should be in every sclen- 
tlat's trashcan. Great fun.

BY “JEWISH PRESENCE," as 
she explains in her preface, Mra. 
Dawidowiez means “the preoc- 
cupation of Jews with themselves 
and with their Jewishness."" She 
also means “the space that Jews 
occupy in the minds of non-Jews 
and the ambience that Jews have 
created in the non-Jewish world." 

A very large order indeed by 
any available standard, However, 
even without raising the obvious 
question as to what Jews and 
which “non-Jewish world" the 
author has in mind, the seemingly 
pervasive talk about Jews being 
.preoccupled with themselves and 
with the nature of thelr 
Jewishness has always been 
puzzling for this reviewer. 

In Mrs. Dawidowicz's case, 
however, the point !s soon cleared 
up. From the first two essays of 
this collection of occasional 
papers and magazine articles it 
transpires that her attention is 
focused on a certain group of Jews 
at a certain stage ih their history. 
“Pull Life: Being Jewish’? — the 
title she chooses for Part One of 
her hook — [5 taken up largely by 
accounts of the Ilves, thoughts and 
fortunes of two Central European 
Jows who, responding to powerful 
challenges and trapped jn an all 
but hopeless situation, must in- 
deed hove been obsessed with 
problems of identity. They are Ar- 
nold Schoenberg and Franz 
Rosenzweig, whose attempts to 
solve the problem led them to 
widely separate avenues ably 
described by the author. 

Schoenherg's tale is the more 
instructive of the two since, hav- 
ing converted to Christianity out 
of “cultural rather than religious 
motives,’’ he eventually 
“returned” to Judaism in what 
was ‘“‘a political rather than 
religious act."’ Rellgion and 
retigious belief, you. see, had 


nothing whatsoever to do with it.. 


Apart from the section οὐ identi- 
ty — which incidentally opens 
with a piece bewilderingly en- 
{π|ο “Jewish Identity: A Matter 
of Fate, a Matter of Choice'/ 
(which fs it?), this collection σοή- 
tains three other sections with 
equally catchy titles but rather 
loosely related themes and sub- 
jects: '‘Transformations: The 
American Catalyst,"' “Heritage: 


‘The World of Yiddish,’’ and 


“Torment: Anti-Semitism and the 
Holocaust."" It all goes to show 
how pertloua it is to try to put 
together a volume of occasional 
Pieces, including book reviews.

As befits his discipline, Moore 
views the study of the Xuetas as 
‘ta problem in urban culture 
change... concerned with the 
values, world-view and structural 
arrangements of a particular peo- 
ple as they are Influenced by a 
changing relationship with their 
environment, technological ad- 
vance, the influence of other 
cultures, as well ag alterations In 
internal values and structure," 

Though fairly free from much of 
the jargon usually used by 
descriptive anthropologists, this 
is a specialized study addressed 
more to fellow-anthropologists 
than to the genera] reader. The 
author's conclusion, by the way, 
Is that as a result of the Impact of 
Industrial tourism which -has 
worked many changes on Mallor- 
ca, the Jewish ethnic tradition of 
the Xuetas ‘‘may eventually be 
assimilated into the Spanish 
national mainstream after more 
than seven centuries of ethnic dis- 
tinctiveness."' 


THE PROBLEM tackled by Yosef 
Hayim Yerushalmi is an in- 
triguing though heavily specializ- 


ed one. In his book, Shebct 
Yehuda, Solomon Ibn Verga 
describes how the New Christians 
— forelbly converted Jews — of 
Lisbon became the victims of a 
massaerc by the city’s mob at the 
instigation of the friars. 

Towards the end of his account, 
Ibn Verga wrote: ‘And the king of 
Portugal was a gracious king. He 
was not wilhin the city at the time, 
and when he heard he wept and 
cried out against the evil event... 
Then the king commanded that 
the friars he arrested, and he 
decreed that they be burned.” 

To the author of this mono- 
graph. Ibn Verga’s laudatory 
description of the Portuguese 
monarch as gracious (or 
righteous) Is puzzling. since, after 
all, "it was this very king, Don 
Manuel, who had ruthlessly 
ordered the forced mass conver- 
sion of all Portuguese Jewry less 
than a decade carlier, a tactic un- 
known among Christian rulers in 
the Iberlan Peninsula since the 
days of the Visigoths.” 

In an attempt to solve the 
mystery, the author therefore sets 
himself a double task. He ex- 
amines the available data on the 
course of the pogrom, and he 
attempts to relate this informa- 
tlon to the Skebet Yehuda to sce 
what conclusions can be drawn 
from such an oxnmination. He 
docs it effectively and with a good 
deal of care and erudition. 


SHEM TOB Joseph {bn 
Falaquera was torn in Tudela 109 
years after the city was captured 
by the Christian King Alfonso in 
1115, Nevertheless, as is evident 
from hia work, this Jewish 
philosopher-poet was very much 
the product of Muslim Spain and 
Musllm-Arab culture. Trained in 
science, philosophy and 
literature, he was also proficient 
in rabbinic studies, and his 
citations of Arabic and Hebrew 
sources witness to hia knowledge 
of both cultures. 

Like his illustrious predecessor 
Maimonides, of whose thought 
and outlook he was an outstanding 
exponent, Falaquera was a 
staurrch rationalist and defender 
of philosophy, maintaining that 
discipline was important.to those 
who wished to grasp religious 
truths. 

In. Faluquera's Book of ike 
Seeker. seventh in Yeshiva 
University's series “Studies in 
Judaica,'’ Dr. Herschel Levine 
presents a modern, readable 
translation of one of ibn Fala- 
quera's philosophical works, 
Sefer Ha-Mebaqqesh. In a long 
and comprehensive Introduction, 
he furnishes a much-needed sur- 
vey of the author's life and 
thought as well as placing the 
work in the context of the legacy 
known as Judeo-Arabic culture. 0

IN THE STUDY The Arab Left, 
Professor Ismaec)] assumes threc 
issues in particular to have 
catalyzed the nationalist orienta’ 
tion to the Arab left: the problem 
of Arab unity, the Palestinian 
question, and the issue of social 
transformation. He deals 
specifically with Arab 
organizations, movements oF par- 
tles which he considers comprise 
the Arab left. 

According to Ismael, ‘'The 
natlonallst left is defined ag those 
political organizations and/or 
movements in the Arab world that 
are Arab national in orientation, 
that adopt socialism (in any of its 
forms or schools) as their atruc- 
ture and processes In Arab society 
in an engineered or planned 
manner and that advocate 
neutrality in foreign policy,"’ 

Ismael explains that Arab 
nationalism has been ""... 
transformed from the rolatively 
conservative, tradition-based Im- 
pulse to sovereignty and unity of 
the early 20th-century Arab 
nationalists to the leftist 
ideologies of contemporary Arab 
nationalists." He discusses the 
origins of radical trends In Arab 
politics known as the "New Left." 

The author excludes Com- 
munist parties in the Arab world 
since he considers them to be 
“gupernational” in orlentation 
and they do not adopt neutrality in 
thetr foreign policy. The’ PLO is 
not Included since it lacks an !n- 
tegrated Icftist ideology. Al 
Fatah, for example, a main com- 
ponent of the PLO, has been 
aimilarty excluded because it has 
‘not developed an integrated 
socialist world view. 

The chapters deal primarily 
with the Ba'ath Party, 
Progressive Socialists of 
Lebanon, the Arab nationalist 
movement and Nasserism. 
Chapters six and seven describe 
what Ismael calla, ‘'The second 
major transformation of Arab 
nationalism — the interjection of | 
Marxtat-Leninist thought Into. 
nationalist ideology that occurred 
in the aftermath of the June 1967 
Arab-Israeli war."' This, accord- 
ing to him, gave rise to the new 
Arab left. The final section of the

The book can be of tremendous 
help to Mideast schotars who have 
not mastered the Arabic 
language.

in Hebron 


A HAGANAH platoon of 36 men, 
crossing the Hebron hills on Fri- 
day to reluforce the Kfar Etzion 
settlement bloc, cneountered 
large Arab gangs on whom they 
inflicted heavy casualiics and 
they went down fighting to the last 
man before overwhelming odds. 

Tn another action to the west, 
another Haganah man was killed 
aud two others wounded. Arub 
casualties are helicved to he at 
lensat 11 dead and 17 injured. 

The platoon, which wus on foot, 
encountered Arab gangs near 
Jaba', and after a battle which 
lasted several hours, the Arabs

withdrew. The patrol pursued the 
Arabs as far as the village of Beit 
Natlf, which was captured and 
held by the Haganah for three 
hours. Heavy casualties were In- 
flicted on the Arabs who, 
however, recelved rein- 
foreements from nearby villages. 

In the fnee of the mass Arab at- 
tuck, the Haganah platoon 
withdrew in the direction of Jaba' 
but were surrounded by gangs 
many times superior in numbers. 
Fighting to the last, the patrol was 
wiped ait. In the last stage of the 
batile 11 Arabs were killed and 
anolher 17 wounded. 


‘Went down 


THE 35 MEN of the Haganah who 
were killed by Arab gangs on the 
way to Kfar Etzion settlement on 
Friday will be buried there on 
Sunday. The bodies have been 
brought there by the Royal Sussex 
Regiment. 

Tssucd on the eve of the funeral, 
an Order of the Day from the High 
Command of the Haganah ad- 
dressed to the defenders of 
Jerusalem last night stated that 
the dead men had been on their 
way to relieve Kfar Etzion. They 
had run into enemy ambushes 
and, fighting to the last man, 
“went down like heroes, asking 
and giving no quarter. Their blood 
will not go unavenged. A titanic 
force will be formed which will ul- 
timately break the encmy's power 
and establish our security and in- 
dependence." 

The enemy had selected 
Jerusalem as a primary target, 
the Order went on, but the 
defenders had fought valiantly, 
counter-attacking and inflicting

telling blows and heavy casuailics 
on the Arab gangsters. The Order 
continued: 

You are carrylng on this me- 
ment with the defence of the 
besieged Old City. The job ix not 
αἴ πανὶ one, Jerusalem δια mis:

I was 
admiring αἰ hand-crafted leather 
pouch with a round-the-neck 
strap. The pedtar, in an un- 
derground pedestrian crossing, 
usked 3,000 Itallan lire. 1 offered 
half that, and we settled on 3,500 
Gubout 1160), 

Apart from clothing, footwear 
and other leather goods, the most 
appealing things to Israclis shop- 
ping in Italy are toys, glassware, 
and chocolates. I bought the 
children a battery-operated, 
plastic, movie projector which 
shows Walt Disney colour films. IC 
you know a iittle Latin or any 
Romance language, it is not hard 
to read signs in Italian — or even 
make yourself understood if you 
have the Autzpa to fake your 
French or Spanish with a pseudo- 
Italian accent. The "Minicinex 
Topolimo"’ for the children 15 
described on the box as ‘‘un vero 
prafettore cinematografico con 
xpettuenia continuo completa di 
una bobinua,.."" 

My favourite easy Itallan sign- 
language was the shop nanied 
Premaman — for maternity 
clothes, of course. There is also an 
American influence on commer- 
clal sizns. One men's wear shop is 
enlled V.1.P., while a popular 
brand of shocs is called Coliege 
and pictures a U.S. flag. More 
perplexing was a label inside a 
patr of shoes which read: Leather 
Upper Bronx. 


IT WAS AT a Murano giana shop, 
nenr the Piazza di Spagna, that | 
ran into Hebrew-spearking 
shoppers — fellow Tcl Avivians. 
The iwo Murano paperweights 1 
brought back. carefully wrapped 
by the shap, arrived safely, The 
Ravi choculates 1 gat, on requeat, 
for a friend remind me that some 
consumer problems are inter- 
notianal --- too much wrapping 
Piper fnr too little aatual 
chucolate, 

* The enly Israeli product I spied 
in my three days in Rome was Jil- 
fa grapefruit, both in an openair 


market and In a supermarket. In 
both eases, they were shrink- 
wrapped packages of three 
5006 }} 81} grapefrult. The price per 
package In the market was 1,000 
Ttallan dire (about 11.117). In the 
supermarket, they were marked 
690 fire per kilo, or about 1112 a 
klto. 

T spent an entire morning 
wandering around a popular- 
priced department store called 
C.1.M., which secins to be the 
jocal equivalent of Hamashbir 
Lazarchan, only nol quite so 
elegant as the newer Hamashbir 
stores. 

1 subacquently heard -that 
C.I.M. is ‘‘on the verge of 
bankruptey twice a weck." There 
are very few sales people on duty 
in the store, and most of these 
speak only Itallan. Signa are In 
Italian only (in Hamashbir, they 
are in Hebrew only, as I have 
complained before) — though Ita- 
ly, like Israel, [8 a major tourist 
country. 

One of my few purchases at 
C.I.M. turned out to be a mistake. 
I bought the children individual 
espresso-sized thermos cups to 
take hot chocolate to school — 
only to discover that they leak. 

I had better luck in the 
Supermereaio Alimentari, the 
food supermarket, in C.I.M.’s 
basement. 

You can learn ἃ jot about a na- 
tion and Its habits from its super- 
markets. In‘ Italian ones, for in- 
stance, pasta is sold in a five-kilo 
pacco famitylia — and a live kilo 
plastic bag of pasta ls a pretty lm- 
pressive quantity. Potatoca, on 
the other hand, which are rarely 
seen at an Halian meal, come in 
bags no larger than two kilos. 

The most popular Italian spice, 
oregano, is sold next to the fresh 
vegetable counter. Although if In a 
dried spice, you can smell the 
strength and freshness right 
Unrough the cellophane wrapping. 


MOST SUPERMARKET 
vegetables were considerably 
more costly than in Taracl at this 
season, some double the price or 
higher. Naaty-looking green 
tomatoes wore marked the 
equivalent of [L32 a kilo, while 
lovely lide red round tomatoes,

Reaqyiaua, which is supposed to he 
the hest in Italy. It is nuf cheap, 1 
paid the equivalent of [L170 a kilo 
ato delleatessen shop in down- 
tuwn Rome, bul even 
neighbourhood shops charge 
about 1199 a kilo. 

After my return, I inquired at a 
Tel Aviv delicatessen, Rahamim, 
at 196 Rehov Ben Yehuda, and 
was told it generally haa Ttalian 
Parmesan cheese — for about 
IL150 a kilo. 

Also in Tel Aviv, the home-style 
pasta shop Ten Li Od at 69 
Dizengoff sells imported 
Parmesan, a8 does the Cheese 
Boutique on Dizengoff near 
Frishman. Tnuva's locally-made 
Parmesan-style cheese currently 
costs [470 ἃ kilo, including VAT, 
and it is, of course, Aasher. A 
Parmesan-style cheese is also 
available at moshav Mishmar 
Avalon on the Latrun highway. 

I brought back some pasta from 
Italy too, just to compare with 
Osem's new ‘‘golden'' duram- 
wheat pasta, but I haven't tried 
them side by side yet. 

My only regret about my 
Roman holiday is that I did not 
buy leather boots in the sales. It Is 
the old story of the cobbler's 
children going without shoes. 
There I was, the supposed con- 
sumer ‘expert,’ unaware of what 
a good buy the sale boots were un- 
tll I got back to Israel and looked 
around. Had I bought knee-high 
leather boots in Italy, I would 
have paid somewhat over IL1,000, 
whereas many good Israecli-made 
fashion boots are selling in our 
sales for only IL650 to IL850. But 
the Itallan leather boots in Rome 
haye a natural-looking shcen to 
them, rarely seen here, Also, most 
Israeli women's hoots have a cloth 
lining, which is too warm 
whenever one enters a well- 
heated building. 

1 did try on a number of pairs of 
Ttaljin shoes, only to find that my 
narrow fect are as hard to fit in 
Rome os in Israel. Shoe sales 
clerks in Rome were aurprisingly 
unhelpful at suggesting other 
atyles when the first one 1 re- 
quested did not fit. 

As for the boots, I'll just have to 
find another excuse to get back to 
Ronie someday at the winter sale 
season. In the meanwhile, I can be 
8 gond patriot in my made-in- 
Israel footwear. O

If IS SAD but true that many of 
the most interesting dishes of any 
region are almost unobtainable in 
its restaurants. 

Try, for example, to order a 
syllabub In England, a thick pea- 
gant soup in Francc, risi bis in the 
Vencto, or Circassian chicken In 
Turkey. You may be lucky, but I 
doubt It. 

The same is true of maklouba 
tor ma'alouba as It Is pronounced 
in Jerusalem), an Arab family 
dish served on special occasions. 
Maklouba, which means literally 
“upside down," consists of layers 
of meat, vegetables and rice. 

I first lenrned of the dish 
through Anna Grace Lind, direc- 
tor of the Spafford Children's 
Home in Jerusalem's Old City. 

Maklouba Is most commonly 
made with eggplant, but it is 
sometimes made with 
cauliflower, squash or other 
vegetables. 


IF YOU WOULD like to serve thia 
dish for six or eight people on ἃ 
special oceasion, cut about a kilo 
of lamb, preferably breast, into 
bite-sized pieces, saving the 
bones. Fry the meat with a few 
chopped cloves of garlic and, !f 
you wish, a little chopped onion. 
Then line a deep, heavy pot with 
the bones, to keep the meat from 
burning, and arrange, the meat 
over them. 

The good Arab cook also adda 
some pieces of fat from the tail of 
the sheep, but this might make the 
dish too rich for the average 
reader. In any case, follow the 
lamb with a layer of eggplant, 
pecled, sliced and fricd, of 
Cauliflower which haa been lightly 
braised. 

Top the vegetables with about 
three cups of rice and gently 
alx cups of boiling meat broth to 
which you have added a pinch oF 
two of allspice. Cover the pot and 
allow it to simmer for about 40 
minutes, until the rice 1s 
thoroughly cooked. 


Like all rice dishes, this too” 


benefits greatly from being allow: 
ed to “rest” for 10 or 16 minules 
before eating. 

To serve, cover the opened pol 
with a large platter, invert the pot 
‘onto the platter and gently ease 
out the upside-down mixture. 
Sprinkle with pine nuts that have 
beon lightly browned in oil. ᾿ 
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
